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BICYCLISTS 


Wilmington’s recent bicycle fatality points out the need for 
following rules while riding, These rules have come from 
Chapter 85, Sections 11A and 11B of the General Laws of Mass, 


Bicyclists must follow the same traffic rules as cars, so far 
as they apply for their own safety, 


Bicycles must be equipped with a horn, bell or other suitable 
warning device, but no siren or horn, 


Bicycles must not be drawn by other moving vehicles, 
Bicyclists in groups of 2 or more must ride in'single file, 


Bicycles must not carry more passengers than they are 
designed for. 


Any bicycle ridden at night should have a headlight, a rear 
reflector, and reflectorized or white paint or tape on each side 
of the front fork, 

All bicycles must be registered at the police station, and bear 


a number plate, The fee is only 25¢, A registration is quite 
helpful in the recovery of a lost or stolen bicycle,
